runs a grave laiilL It lias too much roti> and 
routine. It wants vitality, freshness, indepen- 
dence. Tbe yotins; man throws away toievor 
hi* Uimier ami bis Virgil with uo'conipre- 
henston of the heroic strain, nor of the first 
rich growths of art, invention and intellectual 
espirssinn. Tho average boy in the average 
rapemlve 
private school 
lepeats his Latin 


declensions and inumbleg his United States 
history with no intimate knowledge of his 
work, and not much interest in it beyond tho 
momentary excitement of reciting literally and 
getting over it. College authorities have imrne 
testimony to the failures of the pteparatoiy 
Kluiols. The average girl in the average ex- 
pensive private school takes hot- French, and 
i«r music, and her this and that of serious 
learning, and emerges coated with accomplish- 
ments and information— and utterlv incapable 
of making her education available if hard ne- 
cesity should by chance knock at the door. 
There is the average public school— pupils rise 
»t tap of bell, pupils maich at tap of bell, fold 
their arms at tap of bell, and recite as mechani- 
cally the exact words of the hook. There is 
constant toil and t.-ouble about text-books, as 
if memory were the only possession to bo culli- 
vated, and the text-book the only great agent 
of education. H is, in truth, the refuge of'the 
l.ny and the incapable, while to the thoroiHi 
and enthusiastic teacher it is only a help and a 
ruference. 
When it is used us a Collection of 


printed sentences to be repeated to the letter, 
It is lifeless, it. is as a treasury of facts, dates, 
figures, and rules around which the teacher 
may group illustration and argument that il 
l>e<x>ines of vivid value. We noed more listen- 
ing mid less talking on the part of the pupil 
and less listening and moio talking on the part 
of the instructor. 
It is time that tire parrot 


system should end. 


It is pleasure to record here a method pur- 


sued in one of our colleges under an original 
and accomplished head. This method can 
probably have no more descriptive name than 
" the editorial." For the recitations arc con- 
ducted wiih wide and intelligent comments 
and comparisons from the teacher. lie shows 
his students in the simplest manner possible 
the progress of thought and achievement in 
Ihosc branches of human knowledge which 
they are studying. Ho brings down the drv 
bones of an older time, and "bids them move 
nnd talk with the rlothed-on figures of this. 
For instance, a professor of history in this col- 
lege is a master of the art of modern warfaic 
in theory and in actual practice, and in teach- 
ing the ancient modes, maimivers, and instru- 
ments of conflict, he skillfully cotnpaies them 
with the modern, and makes both old and new 
alive a:id attractive. 
Instruction like tjiis is 


worthy to bo called thorough, for it gives the 
juice of men's thought and work. It is such 
instruction through-all the branches that we 
anticipate in the school of the future. We look 
to see th* teacher gr«w more and more into the 
Ifeeiurer, awaking and interestiug the dull Blinds 
among his pupil's, and delighting and rapidly 
developing the bright ones. Such instruction 
i»nly men and women especially tilted by na- 
ture and study for their work 'can give;— and 
it U not, improbable that the revolution which 
*«WiM substitute this method for that now in 
ttae wntlld »|>lve more than qneof the trouble- 
some problems of our national education. With 
MU of the Uat-book would perforce come bet- 
ter teachers and larger salaries.
